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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Under section 5 (2 ) of the Delhi High Court Act, 1966, the High Court 
of Delhi has ordinary original civil jurisdiction in every suit the value 
of which exceeds Rs. 50,000. Having regard to the value of money these 
days and in the interest of speedy disposal of work in the High Court, it 
is proposed to raise the limit specified in section 5 (2 ) of the Act from 
Rs . 50,000 to Rs . 1,00 ,000 .
